Cited for Distinguished 
Medical Career 


Phi Theta Kappa \va* founded in 1918, 
and in the past S4 years has inducted 
more than 1.6 million honor students. 
The Society has formally recognized 
Most Distinguished Alumni since 1970, 
Recipients arc nominated by their 
chapters. The award is given to mem¬ 
bers who have, through their protes* 
sional nr personal endeavors, provided 
substantive contributions toward 
improving the quality of life on national 
or international levels. Their achieve¬ 
ments bring honor to Phi Thera Kappa 
and to the two-year college family, 
hi its 84 years of existence. Phi 
Theta Kappa has bestowed this highest 
honor on only 35 individuals. The fol¬ 
lowing list includes the names of recipi¬ 
ents, the year they were honored, the 
two-year colleges where they became 
members of Phi Theta Kappa, and the 
contributions for which they were rec¬ 
ognized at the time of thetr selection as 
Most Distinguished Alumni. 


At the International Convention in Nashville* Tennessee, Phi Theta 
Kappa presented Dr. Beverly Oliphant with the 2002 Phi Theta 
Kappa Distinguished Alumna Award in recognition of her profes¬ 
sional accomplishments. Dr. Oliphant served rhe United States 
Department of State for 22 years, from 1978 to 2000, as the primary 
care and Internal Medicine consultant for Foreign Service families. 
During that time, she traveled internationally as the personal physi¬ 
cian to U.S. Secretary ol State George Schultz, a role that required her 
to perform under extreme duress at times. 

As a pioneer in the field of holistic medicine and spiritual health, 
she was instrumental in establishing rhe field of Psychoucuroimrmm- 
ology, which has joined the ranks of mainstream medicine. In addi¬ 
tion. she followed her belief that “no gift is ever given for our own 
private use," and utilized her talent for public speaking to lecture at 
the George Washington University Medical School. 

Dr. Oliphant humbly credits her life's successes to strong roots 
and a solid foundation, laid in Edinburgh, Mississippi, a tong way 
from Washington, D.C. In particular* she lauds her experiences with 
Phi Theta Kappa and Fast Central Community College. 

“Were it not for rhe teachers and support staff at East Central 
who believed in me when I was truly, truly penniless,” she said, "I 
could not have served humanity through the art and science ot medi¬ 
cine, even in America!” After graduating third in her class from 
HCCC with an Associate Arts degree. Dr. Oliphant attained her 
Bachelor of Science from Mississippi State University, her Master of 
Science from the University of Florida, and her M.D. degree from 
George Washington University Medical School.
